The bright planets ha.ve all disap- 
peared from the evening sky accord- 
ing to astronomical data for August

The brilliant Jupiter is 
seen now rising in the western sky in 
the late evening, but the planet still 
belongs properly to the early uiornini; 
hours. 
Venus is the bright morning 
star and attains its greatest brilliance 
on August 9. Saturn 
is reappea-ing 
in the morning sky, and later in the 
mouth will be plainly visible- before 
dawn as it rises above the northwest- 
ern horizon.

FRANCE IN TRIBUTE 


TO FIRST SON SHOT 


IN WAR OF NATIONS 


Country Honors Man Who Participat- 


ed and Died In First Clash With 


Prussian Invaders.

Paris, August 2.—France paused to- 
day in tribute to the memory of Cor- 
poral Jules-Andre Peugeot, the 
first 
Frenchman killed in thjs present war. 
It was at Jencherey on the upper 
Rhine, at 10 o'clock- a. m., August 2, 
1914, about 24 hours before the war 
actually was declared between 
Ger- 
many and France, that Peugeot was 
shot to death by Lieutenant Mayer, at 
the head of a German patrol squad. 
A national subscription is today be- 
ing collected under the patronage of 
the Minister of War and the Minister 
of Public Instruction for the erection 
of a monument to Corporal Jules-An- 
dre Peugeot on the spot where he fell. 
It is proposed that the 
name and 
heroic acts of Peugeot pass down in 
history as have those of Marechal des 
Logie Pagnez, the first victim of the 
war of 1870, who was killed at Nied- 
edbronn. 
Peugeot, 21; was a corporal in the 
sixth company of the 44tb regiment of 
infantry. Early in August he was sta- 
tioned at Joncherey, two 
kilometers 
from 
Delle and twelve kilometers 
trorn the German frontier. 


On the morning of August 2. he had 
just finished placing a sentinel and re- 
turned to the house of A. M. Daucourt, 
when the letter's little daughter came 
running in crying.

"William R. Taylor, governor of Wis- 
consin. ]S74-lS7e." 
On the back will 


. be inscribed the date of his birth and 
death and the fact that the memorial 
is eructed by the state.

Taylov served the state during 
one of the stoiiniest periods of Wis- 
consin history.

Cleveland, Aug. 2.—After an inves- 
tigation of 400 crimnal cases, James 
J. Lind, Cleveland chief police prose- 
cutor, has found out that nine-tenths 
of all crooks are 
unmarried. Two- 


thirds of the men jailed were between 
the ages of 21 and 30, according to his 
figures, aailable here today. 
"It seems that conditions in unmar- 
ried life tend to make men criminals 
or that persons with criminal instincts 
are inclined not. to marry," concluded 
Lind after the investigation. 


"In 400 cases which passed through 


my office there was no definite eco- 
nomic condition that would result in 
crime. 


••"Only about half of 
the 
married 
prisoners had children and many of 
the married ones were separated'from 
their families. 


"As a rule women who 
take 
up 
crime are also single or at least sep- 
arated from their husbands or fam- 
ilies. 


"This is hard 
to 
prove 
because 
women prisoners are not inclined to 
tell the truth. When a woman lands 
in jail she generally claims to be mar- 
ried and says if her husband hears of 
her predicament he will forsake her 
forever. 
She also claims to 
be the 


mother of several small children, de- 
pendent on her care—all of 
which ' 
nine times out of ten, is untrue. 


"If a married man get into trouble 
he generally commits a real crime, not 
a misdemeanor. 
If a married man 
with children finds his way behind the 
bars, it is usually money 
troubles 
which has placed him there. 


"But if any particular class of the 
human family is a menace 
to

rest, unmarried men are the 
guiltv 
ones. 


"The way to lessen crime is to ad- 
jvocate early marriages.

Paris, Aug. 2.—The unexampled con- 
ditions 
of 
fighting 
before Verdun 
have developed a new type of soldier 
called "the couriers of Verdun." They 
are the men who maintain communi- 
cation between the troops in the midst 
of the moles and officers commanding 
from the rear. 
The battlefield into 
which they dart with orders or" after 
information in a desolated zone where 
nothing but thick smoke, sometimes 
black, sometimes white, gives appear- 
ance of life; excepting during the brief 
time of an infantry attack, it is to all 
appearances deserted; 
the 
sharpest 
eya discoveres1 no 
movementof 
hu- 
.manity. 
The earth is, everywhere 
furrowed by freshly stirred earth, but 
no one sees the hand that stirred it 
Occasionally a form is seen going 
over this desert land something after 
the manner of a rabbit, bounding into 
sight out of the herbs and above un- 
even ground to tlisapear again; leap- 
ing from obstacle to obstacle, from 
ditch to ditch, 
from shell hole, to 


shell hole as it approaches the' front 
line, at times 
vaulting, 
at others 
crawling, sometimes kept motionless 
for considerable periods by showers 
of projectiles sent over from the other 
side of the line for his personal bene- 
fit. This is the messenger of modern 
battle; he was never more needed nor 
more useful than at Verdun and the 
type will probably bear the name for 
years to come of "the courier of Ver- 
dun. 


Shells Destroy Wires. 
Not a telephone line can resist the 
incessant bombardment that digs up 
the sail and levels ail field work along

munication between the front and the 
rear is a difficult problem. Commun- 
ications by carrier piVeons are very 
uncertain and optical signals are in- 
sufficient for various reasons.

and orders across that beaten field re- 
quires something extraordinary in the 
way of man. He must be an athlete

enemy because that line is crowded 
always with soldiers going to or from 
the front line, with wounded being 
carried back, with some of the com- 
missary department carrying provis- 
ions to the men on guard.

Verdun: he must take his chances of 
being sighted and hit—above ground.

has decided to adopt the Wisconsin

The national council was 


organized four years a=o at a con- 
vention in Milwaukee, at which the 
whole field of industrial safety and 
the prevention of work accidents was 
covered in speeches 
and 
outlines. 
Since that time the council has be- 
come 
an 
important body. 
It now 
counts in its membership all the larg- 
est manufacturing plants in the coun- 
try-. Its influence extends to millions 
of workmen and its safety and acci- 
dent prevention propaganda may be 
seen everywhere. 
Just about the time the council was 


organized, the Industrial Commission 
at Madison bngan putting into force 
its plan for accident, prevention. This
